The King of Italy was Shot 


at a moment when he was being cheered by the populace of Monza for performing a characteristic- 
ally gracious act. The King was invited to Monza to attend the gymnastic display on Sanday, 
July 29, by Signor Corbetta, the Syndic, and Signor Guala, the President of the “ Forti et Liberi ” 
Society. The King cordially accepted the invitation, remarking that the sight of so many young 
fellows engaged in gymnastic exercises would recall to him the happiest days of his life when as a 
young man he circled the bar with the best of them. 

At half-past nine in the evening the King accordingly drove to the Palestra, or ground on 
which the sports were held, and was received by the authorities and a large crowd of the general 
public, by whom His Majesty was warmly cheered. 

After presiding at the distribution of prizes, which lasted about an hour, the King left the 
Palestra, and was just starting in a closed carriage to return to the Royal Palace, when four 
revolver shots were suddenly fired by a man standing near, The King was hit by three bullets, 
one of them striking His Majesty in the region of the heart. 

As soon as the bystanders became aware of what had happened, they made a rush to seize the 
assassin, and it was only with great difficulty that the proper authorities rescued him from the 
hands of the mob, after he had been well-nigh lynched. 

It is known (according to Reuter’s agent in Rome) that when the King was wounded he

When the Queen, who had been at once sent 
for, arrived at the villa, she hoped that her hus- 
band was only wounded. The sad truth was 
broken to her by the doctors, and a heartrending 
scene ensued. On being told that there was no 
hope of saving the King’s life, the Queen, 
bursting into tears, exclaimed— 

** Tt is the greatest crime of the century. Hum- 
bert was a good, faithful man. No one loved his 
people more than he did, and he bore no ill-will 
towards anyone.”’ 

The Queen’s mother arrived, and her meeting 
with her daughter was most affecting. 

The room in which the doctors embalmed the 
corpse was transformed into a chapelle ardente, 
and filled with flowers. The body was watched 
by Count Turri, Aide-de-Camp to the late King.

The Queen herself placed a wreath on the bier, 
and knelt down and prayed by the body. Despite 
the entreaties of the Princes and Princesses, Her 
Majesty refused to quit the death-chamber for 
some time, 

The Pope celebrated Mass on Monday morning 
for the soul of King Humbert. Mass was also 
said at the Royal Villa by the local clergy. 

The Prince of Naples had left the Piræus on 
a. yachting trip to Antivari. A torpedo-boat 
was sent to intercept him. 

Queen Margherita telegraphed to her son

and urging him to hasten home. 

The expression of the late King's face as he 
lies on the bed of death is very tranquil, and he 
appears to be gently smiling. 


The Assassin, 


on being interrogated at the police office, stated 
that his name was Gaetano Bresci, and that he 
was born at Prato on Nov. 11, 1869. He was a 
silk-weaver by occupation, and admitted being 
an Anarchist. He added that he came from 
America, where he had resided at Paterson, 
New Jersey. He denied that he. had any 
accomplices, and said he committed the crime 
out of hatred for monarchical institutions. 
Bresci is believed to have arrived at Monza on 
July 27 from Milan, where he had been staying 
for a few days previously. 


Bresci’s American Life. 

A search made at his home at Prato has 
resulted in the finding of several compromising 
letters from New York. One is signed with a 
lady’s name, and is dated, New York, June 25.” 
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In tms letter the writer asks if “all is ready,” 
“nd expresses the hope that he will soon return. 

Reuters Paterson agent wired on Monday — 

After a diligent search among the Italian 
colony, it was ascertained this afternoon that 
á broad-silk weaver named Angelo Bresci, aged 
about thirty-two years, worked at Hamil and 
Booth’s silk mill up to May 7. He left for Italy 
about that time, and nothing has been heard of 
him since.

The Record of King Humbert 

Was a noble one. His Majesty was a true and 
sincere friend of the Italian People — their 
brother as well as their Sovereign. For his 
beloved Italy he not only freely risked his life 
on the battlefield. He had no fear of death, 
and when cholera struck down hundreds of poor 
Italians, King Humbert forthwith hastened to 
the infected districts, and did all in his power 
to mitigate the misery that existed and to raise the 
Spirits of the sufferers. He was, in fact, a King 
in the highest sense of the term; and the world 
has lost one of its greatest men by the lament- 
able assassination of King Humbert. 

The monarch we all mourn was born on 
March 14, 1844. The eldest son of King Victor 
Emmanuel II. of Italy and of the Archduchess 
Adelaide of Austria, King Humbert succeeded 
to the throne, on the death of his father, on 
Jan. 9, 1878. He married on April 22, 1868. 
at Turin, Princess Margherita Maria Theresa 
of Savoy, the supremely lovely daughter 
of the late Duke of Genoa, and the Royal pair 
celebrated their silver wedding at Rome in 
April 1893. 

At an early age he obtained an insight into 
political and military life under the guidance of 
his father, whom he attended during the War of 
Italian Independence, though. he was too young 
to take an active part in the struggle. 

He was only fifteen years of age when he 
followed Victor Emmanuel into the field, and 
saw how his father fought for Italy. He also 
took an active part in the movement for pro- 
moting Italiau unity.

He 
showed, says the Morning Post, his courage on 
Many occasions, notably during the cholera 
epidemic in Naples in 1884, to which we have 
already alluded.

Alliance of the Emperors. Under his rule Italy 
has shown a strong disposition to co-operate with 
England in matters of financial importance, 
iucluding that of the financial condition of 
“SYDE.

Memoir of His Royal Highness. 


The Duke of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, His 
Royal Highness: Prince Alfred Alexander 
William Ernest Albert, first Duke of Edinburgh, 
K.G., K.T., was the second son of the Queen 
and the Prince Consort, and was born at 
Windsor Castle on Aug. 6, 1844. Having 
expressed his inclination for 

Service in the Navy, 
the Prince was sent to Gosport, where, under 
the Rev. W. R. Jolly, of Alverbank, he went 
through a course of preparation for the Navy 
during the summer of 1858. He entered the 
Service on Aug. 31, and was appointed a naval 
cadet, joining the Æuryalus, 51 guns, under 
Captain J. W. Tarleton, C.B. He served in the 
St. George on several stations abroad, and visited 
the Mediterranean, America, and the West Indies. 
In 1862 an offer was made to him to become 


King of Greece, which invitation he declined. 
In 1866 he was given a grant of £15,000 a year 


his majority, with an additional £10,000 on | 
marriage. In the following May he was created | 
Duke of Edinburgh, 
Earl of Kent, and Earl of Ulster in the Peerage 
of the United Kingdom, and he took his seat in 
the House of Lords on June 8. The Duke | 
obtained the command of the Galatea frigate early | 
in 1867, since when he has visited nearly every 
country in the world. In Australia he received 
a very enthusiastic welcome. There, how-

Narrowly Escaped Assassination 
at the hands of a man named O’Farrell at a 
picnic at Clontarf in New South Wales on 
March 12, 1868. 'The Duke escaped with a 
slight wound. O' Farrell was tried and executed 
about a month later. The Duke afterwards | 
went to Japan, and had a public and private 
reception from the Mikado: China and India 
were each visited, and in 1873 he went to Italy. 
While in Rome he had an audience of the Pope. 
About a year later he was married with great 
ceremony and rejoicing at St. Petersburg to 
The Grand Duchess Marie Alexandrovna, | 
only daughter of Alexander II., Emperor of 
Russia. The Duke and Duchess made a public 
entry on a snowy day into Lundon amid con- 
siderable enthusiasm. The Duke and his consort 
celebrated their silver wedding at Coburg on 
Jan, 23, 1899.

He kept up an 
establishment at Clarence House, and by this 
means he was enabled to retain the annuity 
of £10,000 given him by the British Parliament. 
He voluntarily relinquished, however, the 
further annuity of £15,000 conferred on him in 
1866. Reuter's correspondent states that the 
Duke died at Rosenau Castle at ten o’clock last 
Monday night of paralysis of the heart. 

On the death of the Duke of Saxe-Coburg’s 
only son, Prince Alfred, in February last year, 
the Duke of Connaught, in accordance with the 
family pact, became heir to the Duchies of 
Saxe-Coburg and Gotha. But His Royal High- 
ness renounced the title in favour of his nephew, 
the young Duke of Albany.

FRESH NEWS FROM SIR CLAUDE 
` MACDONALD. 


THE CHINESE MINISTER 
IN LONDON CONFIDENT OF 
THE BRITISH LEGATION’S SAFETY. 


MARINES BRAVE STAND. 


HERE is good reason to believe, we 
rejoice to think, that Sir Claude Mac- 
Donald and the majority of those who 

found sanctuary within the walls of the British 
Legation at Peking may yet be saved. The 
genial Chinese Ambassador in London has from 
the first been hopeful. There is an important 
and most seasonable interview with 


Sir Chichen Lofengluh 

(who speaks English perfectly), in this week's 
Sketch, in which he emphatically declares “ Ze 
Ministers at Peking ave alive and well. I make that 
statement without hesitation as a Minister of 
His Majesty the Emperor of China.” 

This optimistic view was borne out by several 

Official Chinese Messages 

of the following type— 
Wasurnotox, July 28. 

The following cablegram was received from Mr. Fowler, 
American Consul at Chefoo, dated July 26, midnight 

“This morning, by request of the Allied Admirals, I 
wired to the Governor their wish to get news from the 
Ministers themselves. The Governor replied: ‘I to-day 
received an edict from the Emperor saying that the 
Ministers are well, and that provisions are being sent to the 
Legations. I am confident that the Ministers are out of 
distress. I request you to transmit this preliminary 
announcement to the Admirals—Yvax, Governor.“ ” 


The Stand of the Marines Defending 
the British Legation. 


We learnt from Tientsin on July 14 that on 
the previous day a messenger arrived at the 
Japanese Consulate, who suid he had left Peking 
on July 8. At that time, he reported,’ the 
foreigners had been collected in the British 
Legation, and had been fighting for five days. 
The Chinese had posted cannon in the streets, 
and had not fired the guus posted on the walls. 
The Marines had made an attempt to capture the 
guns on the wall, but failed, losing four killed 
and thirteen wounded. 

Sir Claude MacDonald, 


writing from Peking on July: 6, states (on the 
authority of the Daily News Special at Chefoo) 
that the foreigners were then holding the British, 
French, and American Legations, and also a 
quarter of a mile of the wall of the inner city. 
Their food and ammunition were nearly finished, 
and the Chinese were bombarding them with five 
cannon, one of them a 3-inch gun. 

The British Minister adds: ‘They could 
annihilate us, but: they are cowards. We may 
hold out for fourteen days unless pressed.” He 
thinks that but trifling opposition would be 
encountered by the relief force. 

The following message from Sir Claude Mac- 
Donald, dated Peking, July 21, was last Monday 
received at the Admiralty from Rear-Admiral 
Bruce at Chemulpho July 30— 

“ British Legation, Peking, June 30 to July 16, 
repeatedly attacked by Chinese troops on all 
sides, both rifle and artillery fire. 

Since July 16 armistice, but cordon strictiy 
drawn both sides of (?) position. 

„Chinese barricades close to ours 

All women and children in British Legation. 

“í Casualties to date 62 killed, including 
Captain Strouts, R. M. L. I., and that (sic) number 
wounded in hospital, including Captuin Halliday, 
R.M.L.I.

“ July 21, MacDonatp.”’ 

Mr. Brodrick stated in the House of Commons 
on Monday that the following telegram had been 
received from Her Majesty’s Consul at Tientsin, 
dated July 25: “It is reported by messenger, 
who failed to deliver letter to Legation, that, 
according to what he heard in Peking, no firing 
on Legation occurred between July 15 and 
July 19.

KING ALEXANDER'S TROTH. 


HERE is naturally “ much ado” in Court circles 

on account of the betrothal of King Alexander I. of 

Servia. On being informed of the decision of his 

son, the ex-King Milan wired to the Servian War 
Minister, asking him to request the King to relieve 

hin (the ex-King) of the chief command of the Servian 
Army. To King Alexander His Majesty telegraphed as 
follows: ** As your father I regret the step you have taken. 
As commander of the active army I resign my post.” 
According to the Vienna correspondent of the Leader, 
Madame Draga Maschin, the fiancée of King Alexander, 
is the widow of a Servian civil engineer. Her grand- 
father was a noted Servian patriot. She is thirty-nine 
years of age, and fifteen years oldér than the young King, 
who, however, has been completely infatuated. When 
warned against the entanglement Alexander declared that

he would sooner abdicate than give up the marriage with 
the widow.

King 
Alexander I. was born in 1876, and ascended the 
throne on the abdication of_his father, King Milan, on 
March 6, 1889.

When Crown ince,. he accompanied his 
mather, Queen Natalie, into exile after her separation from 
the King, but was forcibly removed from her at Berlin, 
and conveyed back to Belgrade. He was under the 
guardianship of M. Ristich and M. Belimarkoyitch as 
Regents, until April 1893.

Capper, Son, and Co., linendrapers, sought to recover from 
Prince and Princess Blücher and Princess Radziwill the 
sum of £207 5s. 11d., the value of a layette. It was alleged 
that Princess Bliicher ordered the goods as a t to 
herself from Princess Radziwill, her mother. The latter 
stated that it was understood that if the ‘gift cost more 
than £100 the balance should be paid by her daughter. In 
the witness-box Princess Bliicher stated that she did not 
think the purchase extravagant, as her own trousseau 
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cost between £5000 and £6000, and her mother’s 
dressmaker’s bills came to about £8000:or £4000,a year. 


Mr. Justice Kennedy, in summing up on the following day, 


said that in this case the jury werefcalled upon to decide 
whether the grandmother or the parents should pay the 
plaintiffs. It was important to look to the person who 
gave the order, and from the plaintiffs’ own books it was 
seen that the name of the Princess Radziwill was so’ 
entered, and, further, the person to whom the goods.were to 
be sent was distinguished from the on ordering the 
goods.

His Lordship gave judgment accordingly.

Sir William Vincent (Chairman of the Metro- 
politan Public Gardens Association) said the ground „had 
cost £450 to lay out. Since the formation of the association, 
sixteen years ago, 104 gardens, comprising 130 acres, had 
been opened, at a cost of over £43,000. 


Our New Great Seal.—A mystery of the British 
Constitution is the Great Seal, which is an appanage of 
the Soyereign. Without its impression, as without the 
Queen's upproval, no Act of Parliament is valid. There is 
not much to be said regarding its history or its uses, though 
it may be recollected that when James LI. fled the country 
he took the Great Seal with him in a fit of malevolence, so 
that no Acts of Parliament could be passed in his absence. 
Itisno more difficult now than it was difficult then, however, 
to make a new Great Seal. The reasons for making a new 
one within the past year are that the wear and tear of the 
old one, engraved in 1878, have superannuated it, and the 
task was entrusted to Mr. de Saulles, the Mint engraver.

On Cherries. 

HE past season has been a phenomenil one for 
cherries, although prices have not been at ail good, 
the middleman—as is now the general rule—having 
got far more profit than the actual grower. My own 
crop, a very vy one, I am pleased to say, was 

sold on the trees ata price averaging but a third that asked 


for similar fruit in town; but as all responsibility as to 
picking and taking away was undertaken by the buyer, |

who also paid cash down, T had no legitimate cause for 
complaint. Where labour is scarce this is by far the best 
way of getting rid of surplus fruit, and in my district there 
is never any difficulty in securing a ready-money offer for 
fruit, even when the trees are in blossom. As a matter 
of fact, a neighbour sold the produce of his. entire 
orchard three months ago, the estimate being based 
on last year’s result. My correspondent who wishes to 
know the names of a few of the best cherries cantiot 
30 far wrong in making a selection from the follow- 
ing: Black Tartarian, one of the very best black varieties, 
either for walls or as standards; Bigarreau, whitish yellow, 
marbled with bright deep red next the sun, a good bearer, 
large, and of first-rdte quality; Black Heart, an excellent 
early cherry, a free bearer; Elton, the best of the white 
varieties, suitable for walls or standards; Morello, excellent 
for preserving, adapted for north walls or as a standard. 
Generally speaking, the best results are obtained where the 
soil is of a rich loamy character and well drained. Dry, 
sandy soils invariably produce canker, and the trees ave 
often overgrown*with lichens in undrained land. The 
addition of heayier loam, or sometimes trenching and 
mixing the sub-soil with that at the top, will convert light. 
soils into those best suited for orcharding; while, on the 
other hand, heavy soils may be improved by drainage, the 
— of lime, vegetable refuse, burnt earth, and other 
material. 


Cankered Apple-Trees. 


Several inquiries have recently reached me on this sub- 
ject, and although 1 have often given prominence to the 
remedy, it is well worth repetition. If the trees are young, 
tts appears to be the case, washing them with Bordeaux

Wheat-Chaff and Its Use. 

One of the best uses for wheat-chaff is to use it on the 
floor of the poultry-house. It may be three or four inches 
thick, and serves several purposes, the first being to keep 
the floor always dry and clean, and the next is that if a few 
millet-secds be scattered in the chaff, the hens will work 
and search industriously for the seeds. It is always fine, 
and is excellent for the manure-heap when the float is 
cleaned off. Where wheat is grown, the chaff is the 
cheapest substance that can be used, and in the winter it 
will serve to keep the fowls warm by shutting off draughts 
of cold air along the floor.

| Selves; the box should be kept constantly filled. The dust 
remaining after breaking the shells may be mixed in small 
| Quantities with the soft food for breakfast. 


Stocking an Aquarium. 


An aquarium without goldfish would hardly seem right; 
so these, as a matter of course, will form some of the stock. 
They should be procured small, and, if possible, from 
someone who can guarantee that they have been reared 


fish that does well in the tank. His habits and movements 
are most amusing, and he is just as active as the gold- 
fish is slow and dull. Small roach, with their bright red 
fins, make pretty inmates. The rudd, which is much like 
the roach in appearance, also does well. A few small water- 
snails, which act as scavengers, will be necessary. ‘They 
help to keep the water clear and bright by feeding on 
the green film, or confervee, which is destructive to the 
vegetation.. A pretty and useful snail is the Planorbis 
coreus. The actions of this little creature are quite as 
interesting to notice as those of the fish. The best general 
food for the tish will be found to be ants’ eggs and finely 
shredded meat. Biscuits, crunbs, and vermicelli arc also 
often given. They will eat very little, and should be fed 
so that no food is left to lie on the bottom and putrefy. 
If the fish come to the top of the water and open their 
muuths, something will be wrong. Until the proportion of 
animal and vegetable life is found to balance so that both 
thrive, the water should be aérated with a syringe, drawing 
the water in and forcing it back again, for three ov four 
minutes at a time. This will provide the necessary oxygen, 
and make the fish look fresh and lively again.

Feeding Onions. 

Those growers who Proana the finest bulbs in the king- 
dom not only trench their ground some three feet deep, 
but they bury heavy dressings of manure well down also, 
the object being to cause the roots to go deep down in 
search of food, which they always do if so encouraged. The 
result is that the roots are deep down out of reac of sun- 
heat. Some growers hold with very liberal saturations of 
liquid manure, thus causing the soil around the bulbs to 
be about as sweet as is that of a sewage-farm. It would 
be no matter for wonder if onion-plants fed with strong 
liquid manure proved to be very amenable to attacks of 
¡ mildew. It would also be no matter for surprise if a sodden 
soil did produce large bulbs that were so badly matured that 
they kept but a few months after lifting. Size is, with 
really well-finished or matured bulbs, no bar to keeping. 
It is all a question of ripening. It is just the same with

INTERNATIONAL TOURNAMENT AT MUNICH. 

The competitions connected with the Congress of the 
German Chess Association commented on the 23rd ult. 
There are five tournaments, and these are attended by the 
large number of eighty-six players, which number beats 
the record for any international event. In the Masters' 
Tournament there are sixteen competitors. Then there is 
a one-round tournament, with twenty-two players. A 
tournament with twenty-eight players, divided into four 
sections, and two other minor tournaments, also form part 
of the Congress. Prizes are not very large—in fact, much 
less than at Paris—but things are done so well in Germany, 
the people are so nice at Munich, and the stay there forms 
such a pleasant change, that chess-players make a holiday 
while working hard in the tournament. Á
